Apple Reveals iPad Mini 


‘An Entirely New Design’ 

“It's not just a shrunken-down iPad, it's an 
entirely new design," said Apple marketing chief Phil 
Schiller on Tuesday. The screen of the iPad Mini is 
7.9 inches on the diagonal, making it larger than the 
7-inch screens of its competitors. It also sports two 
cameras, which the competitors don’t. The iPad Mini 
is as thin as a pencil and weighs 0.68 pounds, half as 
much as the full-size iPad with its 9.7-inch screen. 

The screen resolution is 1024 by 768 pixels, the same as the iPad 2, 
All apps made for the iPad will also work with the iPad Mini, (ap)

Apple Inc. is refusing to compete 
on price with its rivals in the tab- 
let market — it’s pricing its new, 
smaller iPad well above the com- 
petition. 

On Tuesday, the company 
revealed the iPad Mini, with a 
screen that’s about two-thirds the 
size of the full-size model, and said 
it will cost $329 and up. 

Apple starts taking orders for 
the new model on Friday, Oct. 26, 
said marketing chief Phil Schiller 
at an event in San Jose, Calif Wi- 
Fi-only models go on sale Nov. 2. 
Later, the company will add models 
capable of accessing “LTE” wire- 
less data networks. 

The price fits into the Apple 
product lineup between the iPad 2 


at $399 and the latest version of 
the iPod Touch at $299. But com- 
pany watchers had been expect- 
ing Apple to price the iPad Mini at 
$250 to $300 to counter the threat 
of less expensive tablets like Ama- 
zon.com Inc.’s Kindle Fire, which 
starts at $159. Barnes & Noble Inc.’s 
Nook HD and Google Inc.’s Nexus 
7 both start at $199. 

Apple shares fell $14.83, or 2.3 
percent, to $619.20 when the price 
was announced. 


On Tuesday, Apple also updat- 
ed its full-size iPad and unveiled 
new Mac computers, including a 
13-inch version of a MacBook Pro 
with a sharper “Retina” display 
and an iMac with a new type of 
storage drive.

U.S. oil output is surging so fast 
that the United States could soon 
overtake Saudi Arabia as the 
world’s biggest producer. 

Driven by high prices and new 
drilling methods, U.S. production 
of crude and other liquid hydro- 
carbons is on track to rise 7 per- 
cent this year to an average of 10.9 
million barrels per day. This will 
be the fourth straight year of crude 
increases and the biggest single- 
year gain since 1951. 

The Energy Department fore- 
casts that U.S. production of crude 
and other liquid hydrocarbons, 
which includes biofuels, will aver- 
age 11.4 million barrels per day next 
year — a record for the U.S. and just

The group, which dominates 
Lebanon’s government, rejected 
calls to refer the investigation of

Brig. Gen. Wissam al-Hassan 
was killed Oct. 19 when a car bomb 
exploded next to his car in Beirut. 
Two others were killed and scores 
more were injured. 

The killing has sent tremors 
along Lebanon’s most tenuous 
political fault line, that separating 
allies of Syrian President Bashar 
Assad and those who oppose him. 

Lebanon’s two largest political 
coalitions have lined up on oppo- 
site sides of Syria’s civil war. The 
Shiite group Hezbollah and its 
partners who dominate the gov- 
ernment have stood by Assad’s 
regime, while the Sunni-led oppo- 


Meanwhile ... 

Syrian warplanes on Tuesday 
struck a strategic rebel-held town 
in the country’s north, activists 
said, as a U.N.-proposed cease-fire 
meant to start this week appeared 
increasingly unlikely to take hold.

More accusers come 
forward in light of 
initial case in U.K. 

London 

A sexual abuse scandal shaking 
the BBC widened Tuesday, with the 
broadcaster saying that it is inves- 
tigating claims of sexual abuse 
and harassment against nine staff 
members and contributors, in addi- 
tion to the late disgraced children’s 
TV host Jimmy Savile. 

The BBC has been rocked by 
allegations that Savile, who died 
last year, abused underage teens, 
sometimes on BBC premises. Some 
alleged victims have accused other 
entertainers and BBC staff of par- 
ticipating in abuse during the 
1960s, ’70s and ’80s. 

The BBC press office on Tues- 
day said there were also allegations 
of “sexual harassment, assault or 
inappropriate conduct” against 
nine current or recent staff and 
contributors to the BBC, which 
employs some 20,000 people. 

The broadcaster said some of 
the alleged offenses dated to years 
ago, but the victims had all come 
forward since the Savile scandal 
erupted. 


Backstory 

Jimmy Savile, 

who died a year 
ago at age 84, was 
a longtime host 
of music and chil- 
dren’s programs 
on the BBC. Since Savile’s death, 
scores of women and several men 
have come forward to say the enter- 
tainer abused them when they were 
children or teenagers. Police have 
identified more than 200 potential 
victims. (AP) 


Director-general George 
Entwistle, who has been in the 
BBC’s top job for just a month after 
years in senior news roles, told Brit- 
ish lawmakers it was too early to 
say whether sexual abuse had been 
endemic within Britain’s publicly 
funded national broadcaster. 

Still, Entwistle acknowledged 
there had been “a problem of cul- 
ture within the BBC ... a broad- 
er cultural problem” that allowed 
Savile’s behavior to go unchecked. 

Entwistle’s testimony came a 
day after the BBC aired a power- 
ful documentary about the corpo- 
ration’s role in the expanding sex 
abuse scandal involving Savile. (ap)

D.C.’s Big 
Tickets 

Traffic cameras net a record $178M 
in 2012, much to drivers’ frustration 


Washington 

If you lined up all the people head 
to toe, they would stretch from the 
White House to south of Richmond. 

They also would fill every seat 
in FedEx Field and the Verizon 
Center, and some would still be 
left out in the cold. 

That’s how many people got a 
traffic ticket from a single speed 
camera on New York Avenue in 
23 months. 

Tickets issued: 116,734. 

Fines levied: $11.6 million. 

City sympathy for angry driv- 
ers: zero. 

“We believe we have made an 
impact,” said Gwendolyn Crump, 
spokeswoman for the Metropolitan 
Police Department. “There have 
been 16 fatalities in 2012, com- 
pared to 28 at this time last year, 
for a 43 percent reduction of traf- 
fic fatalities. There is great value 
in slowing drivers down, not only 
for their own safety but also for the 
safety of all other traveling parties.” 

Cameras that spew out tickets 
to errant drivers have been a game 
changer in the District. (Thir- 
teen states also use them to nab 
speeders, and the District and 24 
states use them to snare red light 
runners.) 

They generate far more reve- 
nue than even a legion of cops sit- 
ting beside the road could hope for, 
angering citizens who say they are 
more about making money than 
ensuring safety. 

“Some say this may be a back 
door commuter tax,” said John 
Townsend II of AAA, alluding to 
the fact that suburbanites do not 
pay wage taxes in the District. “We 
at AAA don’t subscribe to that the-

ory, but it’s a sneaking suspicion 
among motorists, and it’s growing.” 

The District’s biggest mon- 
eymaker speed camera over a 
23-month period ending in August 
is located on New York Avenue 
between Florida Avenue and the 
new 9th Street overpass. 

But after a banner year in fiscal 
2011, when it issued 60,241 tickets 
worth $6.2 million, that camera’s 
production was overtaken by a pair 
of cameras installed on DC -2955 
which runs just east of the Ana- 
costia River. 

The cameras — one catching 
southbound traffic and the other 
north — are on 295 just north of 
where it intersects with the Capi- 
tal Beltway and the Woodrow Wil- 
son Bridge.

Between Oct. 1 of last year and 
Aug. 31 of this year, the two camer- 
as produced 161,399 tickets with a 
face value of almost $15.9 million. 

The productive DC-295 camer- 
as helped make fiscal 2012 a year 
of frustration for drivers who don’t 
like getting tickets and a lucrative 
year for the city tax coffers. The 
city has 47 red light cameras and 
46 speeding cameras. 

The information Townsend 
obtained by FOIA, which covered 
only the first 11 months of the fiscal 
year that ended Sept. 30, showed 
that the top 10 speed camera loca- 
tions caught 423,783 speeders and 
issued tickets worth $41.6 million. 

Overall, the city raked in $178.4 
million in traffic fines in the last fis- 
cal year, through Sept. 30, accord- 
ing to the most recent cash esti- 
mates from city financial officials. 
That’s a 32 percent jump over the 
previous year’s take, and a 62 per- 
cent jump from two years ago. 

The bulk of the increase was 
driven by camera enforcement, 
which increased from $26 million 
in fiscal 2010 to $84.9 million in 
fiscal 2012 — a more than threefold 
jump. The totals were first report- 
ed by the Washington Examiner. 

Speed cameras have drawn 
more than just talk from some 
angry drivers in the region. 

In July of last year, Maryland 
State Police closed down the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway for 
more than three hours to search 
for a man who smashed the wind- 
shield of a Jeep SUV that had speed 
cameras mounted on it. 

This month, Montgomery Coun- 
ty police reported that a driver 
knocked down a Georgia Avenue 
speed camera and then drove off.

New Rail Criteria to Come? 


Metro board to muLL 
standards for riders 
per rush-hour train

When the issue — dubbed “rail 
service criteria” — first surfaced 
this summer as part of a discussion 
before Metro’s Customer Service 
and Operations committee, there 
was a bit of confusion. 

The initiative was an attempt 
by Metro officials to define service 
hours and the length of time rid- 
ers could expect to wait between 
trains. But when some Metro watch- 
ers read the staff report, there were 


more questions than answers. Board 
members asked for clarification. The 
Riders Advisory Council and Acces- 
sibility Advisory Committee, made 
up of Metro riders, asked that they be 

allowed to weigh in 

on the matter. The 
B result will come 
before that board 
for consideration 
Thursday. 

The three pro- 
posed rail stan- 
dards detail Met- 
ro’s hours of 

service, how often 

trains run during rush hour and how 
many passengers should be allowed 
in Metro cars during rush hour. 


The minimum 
number of rid- 
ers per car that 
Metro hopes to 
average at rush 
hour under new 
service criteria. 


Under the criteria being con- 
sidered by the board, the time 
between trains during rush hour 
should range from two-and-a-half 
minutes to three minutes in sec- 
tions of the system between Grosve- 
nor-Strathmore and Silver Spring; 
Rosslyn and Stadium-Armory; 
L’Enfant and Mount Vernon; and 
Pentagon and King Street. 

On other segments of the sys- 
tem, with the exception of Arling- 
ton Cemetery, rush-hour trains 
should run every four to six min- 
utes. Metro officials hope to main- 
tain an average of 100 passengers 
per car during rush hour with no 
more than 120 and no fewer than

Tigers ace Verlander adds to his stellar 
resume with a dominant postseason 


Pro Baseball 

Justin Verlander’s introduction to post- 
season baseball six years ago left him 
dazzled and exhausted. Worn down 
toward the end of his rookie season, he 
made his playoff debut at Yankee Stadi- 
um. A couple weeks later, he was on the 
mound for Game 1 of the World Series. 

The Detroit ace, now 29, returns to 
the Fall Classic Wednesday against the 
San Francisco Giants a more mature 
pitcher than he was in 2006. His past 
two seasons have been nothing short 
of phenomenal, and now he’s adding 
another line to his resume with the 
first truly outstanding postseason 
stretch of his career.

He feU just short 
of becoming the first pitcher to throw 
consecutive shutouts in the postsea- 
son since Orel Hershiser did it in 1988. 

“I have pitched in big games now 
and understand what my body’s going 
to be going through and what my mind 
is going to be going through and I am 
able to rein it in a little more and use it 
more to my advantage,” he said. 


Zito to Start for Giants 

Left-hander Barry 
Zito will start the 
World Series opener 
for the San Francisco 
Giants Wednesday 
night against Justin 
Verlander and the Detroit Tigers. The Gi- 
ants have won Zito’s past 13 starts dat- 
ing to Aug. 7 — including Game 5 of the 
National League Championship Series- 
in the lefty’s turnaround season, (ap) 


Verlander went 24-5 in 2011, sweep- 
ing the AL MVP and Gy Young awards. 
Although he won only 17 games this 
year, his ERA was still a sparkling 2.64 
and he came within two outs of throw- 
ing a third career no-hitter.

Posey’s return from a devastating injury 
helps propel the Giants to the Fall Classic 


Pro Baseball 

On a team known for stellar pitching, 
bushy beards and quirky personali- 
ties, the unquestioned leader of the 
San Francisco Giants is their under- 
stated catcher, Buster Posey. 

From his prowess behind the plate, 
shepherding the staff through its ups 
and downs, to the bat that delivered 
the National League batting title, 
Posey is the biggest reason why the 
Giants are back in the World Series 
for the second time in his three big- 
league seasons. 

“We saw what life was without him 
last year,” manager Bruce Bochy said. 

Posey has returned from a hor- 
rific, season-ending injury in 2011 to 
the top of the sport this year: start- 
ing All-Star catcher, batting champi- 
on, possible Most Valuable Player and 
World Series trip. 

It’s a remarkable story that Posey 
even made it back on the field this 
year, much less performed the way 
he did. It was his devastating injury 
that derailed the Giants’ repeat hopes 
a year ago and led many to question 
whether Posey should ever catch again. 


Problems for Posey 

San Francisco Giants catcher 
Buster Posey has been far from his 
best this postseason as teams have 
often tried to pitch around him in key 
spots to face his less dangerous team- 
mates. He batted .178 the first two 
rounds with two homers and six RBI, but 
it was his grand slam that broke open 
the clinching Game 5 of the division se- 
ries to complete San Francisco’s come- 
back against the Cincinnati Reds, (ap) 


But his presence at the start of 
spring training this year set the tone 
for the entire season in San Francis- 
co. He batted .336 to become the first 
catcher to win the NL batting title 
since the Boston Braves’ Ernie Lom- 
bardi in 1942.

Giant Problem for the Redskins 



Secondary struggles 
undermine strong 
play by the offense 

The Redskins 

When New York Giants receiver Vic- 
tor Cruz sprinted past two members 
of the Redskins’ secondary Sunday 
at MetLife Stadium and hauled in a 
game-winning, 77-yard touchdown 
pass from quarterback Eli Manning, 
it dramatically changed the out- 
look for the Redskins as they near 
the halfway point of their season. 

Instead of celebrating more late- 
game exploits by rookie quarter-

A Movie on a Mission 


The Butler' began 
as a Labor of Love but 
became an unlikely 
A-List production 


Film 

By 2009, Laura Ziskin had earned 
the kind of credits that open exclu- 
sive doors in Hollywood. 

Her long record of successes 
included producer credits on block- 
busters such as “Pretty Woman ” 
“As Good as It Gets” and the orig- 
inal “Spider-Man” trilogy, but she 
had little luck in finding financial 
backers for “The Butier.” Major stu- 
dios passed on a film based on the 
life of Eugene Allen (and inspired 
by a 2008 Washington Post article 
by Wil Haygood). As a White House 
butler who served eight presidents, 
Allen had a unique, up-close view 
of history in progress, as both his 
country and his family wrestled 
with major issues from the 1950s 
through the ’80s. 

So Ziskin turned to Lee Daniels, 
her chosen director for the film, to 
help raise money independently. 
Daniels had done this many times 
before, most notably for “Precious,” 
his 2009 box office hit. Together, the 
duo pulled in more than $20 million 
and set about making “The Butler” 
on their own terms, even as Ziskin 
suffered through and succumbed to 
breast cancer in June 2011. 

“When the studios all told her 
no, she was terminal but refused 
to accept it, and so did I,” Daniels 
says. “And so she said . . . ‘How do 



we do this together? Because this 
movie has to come to light.’ 

“She quit ‘Spider- Man’ for me,” 
Daniels adds, “and we worked on 
this film together on her deathbed.” 

In “The Butler,” which recently 
wrapped filming in New Orleans, 
Forest Whitaker stars as Cecil 
Gaines, the butler at the heart of 
the film; Oprah Winfrey plays his 
wife; Melissa Leo is Mamie Eisen- 
hower; Robin Williams plays Pres- 
ident Dwight Eisenhower; Cuba 
Gooding Jr. and Lenny Kravitz are 
fellow butlers. 

After Ziskin’s death, making the 
movie became something between 
a mission and a movement. One star 
after another fell in love with the 
story and signed up, almost uni-

formly accepting far less pay than 
usual.
